Through the availability 
of "DTF" data management on the Model 8, 98/25-39-48 
applications that employ "DTF" mode are also object-code 
compatible, eliminating the need for virtually any conversion 
(see "Selling to 98/25-39-46 Customers" below). 99/25-38-48 
programs using physical level I/O interfaces are not compatible 
and must be converted to use standard data management 
interfaces.

(up to 8 times the 98/38 and 98/48), increased integrated disk 
storage (up to 24 times the 99/38), increased local 
workstations (over 188), increased communications (up to 28 
lines); all contribute to your ability to satisfy the increased 
system needs of your 98/25-38-48 customers. 


The proven, enhanced OS/3 operating system offers capabilities 
not previously available with other systems in its price 
class. The long list of enhancements that have been added to 
the recent releases of the OS/3 operating system has made use 
of the system by customer data processing and user personnel 
much easier. Prompts, menus, workstation commands, easily 
understood screen formats, and HELP commands are all designed 
for ease of use, particularly by customer user personnel who 
are not familiar with workstations. Another of the ease-of-use 
facilities of the System 88 Model 8 is ESCORT, which enables 
customer user personnel to easily retrieve data, enter 
information, and create reports. ESCORT is also a very useful 
tool for adapting general application packages to company 
specific needs.

No. A processor swap is required.

A Model 3, 4, 5, or 6 upgrade to a Model 8 is considered 
an exchange. 

When will the System 88 Model 8 be available? 

First customer deliveries of the Model 8 will begin 


locy*84. 


Can a 98/25-30-48 rental or lease customer upgrade to a 
System 88 Model 8 prior to the expiration of his current 
contract? 





It depends on the terms of his contract. Even if his 
contract allows such an upgrade, it is always advisable 
to plan for the Model 8 upgrade after the expiration of 
his current contract. In fact, if his current system is 
satisfying his present needs, a lease extension and a 
future Model 8 upgrade is preferred. 


Will ACCESS/Customer Centers be established for the 
Model 8? 


The availability of Model 8 demonstration systems is 
currently being addressed and will be announced at a 
later date.

Are all Model 3, 4, 5, and 6 peripherals supported on 
the Model 8? 


Yes. 


With the large amount of fixed disk attached to the 
integrated channel, will there be dual access capability? 


Dual access is available for 8478, 8438, and 8433 disks. 


Can a single disk subsystem be shared by two Model 8 
systems? 


Integrated disk subsystems, such as 8476, 8418, 8416, 
cannot be shared. Non-integrated subsystems, such as 
8438 and 8433 can be shared via dual access or dual 
channel features. 


What tapes can be attached on the Model 8? 


The UNISERVO 168, 14, 22, 24 and Streaming Tape can be 
attached on the system. Data rates range from 4@KB to 
2@@KB. UNISERVO 16, 12, 14, 16, and 28 tapes currently 
in use on 98/25-38-48 systems may be carried forward and 
also attached to the Model 8. 
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A. 
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How is the ICCU supported? What can the user do with it? 


The ICCU is designed to allow cooperative procesing 
between two OS/3 systems connected via a data channel. 
The functions supported are the DDP capabilities 
announced for OS/3 systems: file transfer, job 
transfer, and distributed file access (See System 8@ 
Marketing Announcement No. 13 for more details). You 
can think of the ICCU as essentially a substitute for a 
UDLC communications line connection between two OS/3 
systems. 





Does the ICCU require modems? 


No, the ICCU is a fiber-optic cable connecting the OS/3 
systems up to 33008 feet apart. It operates at speeds up 
to 145KB, depending on the distance. 


Will the Model 8 (and the Models 3, 4, 5, and 6) Support 
IBM SNA/SDLC communications? 


Not at this time. A recent System 88 Newsletter (No. 61) 
outlined Sperry Univac's plans for future System 89 
support for IBM SNA/SDLC. 





What is the extent of 98/25-38-48 compatibility to the 
Model 8? 


Compatibility is at the object-code level for both "CDM" 
and “DTF" oriented applications. (See the Selling to 
909/25-38-48 Customers" section of this announcement for 
more details). 


Will the "DTF" data management of OS/3 be supported on 
the Model 8 for compatibility with 98/25-39-48 systems? 
Yes, See the "Selling to 98/25-38-48 Customers" section 
of this announcement for more details . 

Will the "DTF" mode be supported on the System 88 Models 
4 and 6? 


No. 
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What conversion is required to change applications from 
a Model 3, 4, 5, or 6 to a Model 8? 


None. The Model 8 is "object-code" compatible with the 
Model 3, 4, 5, and 6, except for Assembly programs that 
employ physical level I/0 coding techniques. 


Which release(s) of OS/3 will operate on the Model 8? 


A new OS/3 release, which will include the necessary 
enhancements to support the new Model 8 environment, 
will be available for Model 8 FCD 10CY*84. This release 
will provide identical functionality to Release 8.@. 


How many programs can be multi-programmed on the Model 8? 


Forty-eight jobs can be run on the Model 8. This is in 
addition to Interactive Services users (e.g. ESCORT, 
Editors, BASIC, etc.) 


When 98/25-30-48 disk. drives are attached to the Model 
8, must resident files be copied? 


No, unless changing from "DTF" to "CDM" mode, in which 
case SAM, DAM, and ISAM files must be copied to MIRAM 
using standard utility programs. 


Is COBOL available for intelligent terminals? 


A COBOL cross compiler program product (6138-99) 
generates interpretive code for execution on the UTS 4@, 
408, and 4828 terminal products, as well as the Model 2 
local workstation. 


Will 98/25-38-48 application software, such as UNIS/9@, 
ACS/98, and ICS/98 be supported on the Model 8? 


No. However, the availability of the System 8@ 
counterpart applications (UNIS 88, ACS 8@, ICS 8@) 
ensures equal or greater functionality and minimal 
conversion. 
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Is COBOL ‘68 supported on the Model 8? 


Yes, via the "DTF" mode as on the 98/25-30-49. 


Is BEM/EDT/RSP supported on Model 8? 
No, but functional equivalency is, through the 


Interactive Services portion of the System Control 
Software and the Editor program product. 


What industry applications are being offered for the 
Model 8?
